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It will be seen from the foregoing that the gross revenue 
from operation for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1910, 
was $28,886,055.76, an increase of $3,018,022,46 over 
the previous year, and an increase of $1,453,582.24 
over the year ending June 30, 1907, which was the year 
of greatest business in the history of the Company. 
The gross operating expenses were $20,536,222.63, an 
increase of $1,779,038.16 over the previous year, and of 
$1,031,075.37 overthe year ending June 30, 1907, already 
referred to; leaving a net operating revenue of $8,349,- 
833.13, an increase of $1,238,984.30 over the previous 
year, and of $422,506.87 over the year ending June 30, 
1907. 

After deducting Taxes, $851,323.59, Hire of Equip- 
ment, $744,379.15, and Miscellaneous Deductions from 
Income (which includes $61,044.34 for Additions and 
Betterments charged against Income Account and not 
capitalized), there was carried to the credit of Profit 
and Loss $545,718.92. 

It is, of course, encouraging to be able to report 
that the earnings of your Company have so materially 
increased; but discouraging that the net results are 
not better. Terrific washouts on the Brunswick- 
Omaha line and on the St. Louis-Kansas City 
line by high water in the Grand River and in the 
Missouri River, in July, 1909, greatly added to our 
expense and crippled our ability to do business for 
upwards of thirty days; and the fiscal year has ended 
up with a coal strike of all coal mines in Illinois, which 
has deprived us of tonnage and added to our expenses. 

The amounts charged against Operation and credited to 
Replacement Fund to make good estimated depreciation 
have in the last four years considerably exceeded the 
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actual expenditures for this account; hence, the amount 
of depreciation having been somewhat overestimated, 
the depreciation charge was omitted during the first 
nine months of the fiscal year and not resumed until 
the month of April. The total amoimt charged to 
Depreciation and credited to Replacement Fimd during 
the fiscal year was $163,633.87, as against $551,146.16 
in the year previous. The amoimts charged against 
Operation and Income in the last five years in excess 
of the amounts actually expended for equipment, renewal 
and replacement, and therefore carried as a liability in 
the balance sheet under the items ** Unexpended Appro- 
priations'' and **Equipme]|jt Replacement Account" 
now aggregate $2,016,250.86. 

As stated in the last aimual report, the arrangement 
made with the Debenture Bondholders and approved at 
the special meeting of the stockholders and bondholders, 
October 13, 1906, for refunding Debenture *'A" and 
Debenture **B" bonds, as well as existing mortgages 
as they fall due, and providing for expenditures properly 
chargeable to Capital Account, has been so far carried 
out that all of the Debenture **A" bonds, amounting to 
$3,500,00.00 and $25,223,000.00 of the Debenture *'B" 
bonds have now been refunded and deposited with the 
Trustee, leaving, of this issue, on July 1, 1910, only 
$1,277,000.00 bonds in the hands of the public. 

The reports of the Vice-President and General 
Manager for the Operating Department, and of the Vice- 
President for the Treasury and Accounting Depart- 
ments, which accompany and are made part of this 
report, present in considerable detail the result of the 
year's operations. While economies have been closely 
watched, the maintenance of your property has been 
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well cared for and the physical condition of the road and 
its equipment is today excellent, comparing favorably 
with any previous year; and while the amounts charged 
against Operation for Depreciation of Equipment have 
been smaller than in recent years, the amoimt actually 
spent on equipment maintenance has been considerably 
greater. ^ 

The Board of Directors takes this opportunity to 
express its appreciation to the officers of the Company 
and to other employes for their loyalty and devotion to 
its interests.

Mb. F. a. Delano, President: 

Dear Sir — Herewith statements showing the results 
for the year ending June 30, 1910, as follows: 

Extraordinary Repairs and Renewals included in 
Operating Expenses;

The increased cost of Maintenance of Way and 
Structures was due to increased wages and work 
deferred from the previous year, also to the disastrous 
floods that occurred in the Missouri and Grand River 
Valleys, in July, causing heavy damage to the roadbed 
and bridges, and the necessity for the construction of 
several miles of revetment as a pennanent protection 
to the road where it lies close to the Missouri River. 

The increased cost of Maintenance of Equipment was 
caused by increased wages, also heavier repairs to cars 
and engines. During the year, there were 132 new cars 
built in replacement at the Company's shops; also 331 
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steel flat cars and 58 steel nnderframe furniture cars 
built in 1904, were reconstructed. 

The increased traffic requiring the full use of the 
power and equipment necessitated heavier expenditures 
than during the previous year, when a considerable 
part of the equipment was idle, owing to the business 
depression. 

Noteworthy improvements are a hlandsome stone 
passenger station at Columbia, Mo., concrete depot 
buildings at BuflEalo, Griggsville and Versailles, 111., 
and St. Peters, Gilmore and LaPlata, Mo., reenforcing 
with steel and concrete the approaches of the Missouri 
River Bridge at St. Charles, and the substructure of 
Vermillion River Bridge at Danville. 

Operating expenses generally have been swollen by 
constant demands of labor for increased wages and the 
strike at the Illinois mines causing a large increase, not 
only in the cost of fuel, but in the cost of transporta- 
tion to supply points.

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It will be seen from the foregoing that the gross revenue from 
operation for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1911, was 
$29,884,037.40, an increase of $997,981.64 over tiie previous 
year. The gross operating expenses were $22,866,183.11, an 
increase of $1,829,960.48 over the previous year, leaving a net 
operating revenue of $7,517,854.29, which was a decrease of 
$831,978.84 over the year previous. 

Thus it will be seen that, although the gross revenue of 
the Company, nearly $30,000,000, was greater than at any 
time in its history, and about $1,000,000 more than in the 
previous year, the operating expenses, for various reasons, 
were much larger than in 1910, so that there was an actual 
decrease in net earnings of over $800,000. Higher wage scales 
accounted for about $495,000; equipment depreciation charges 
accoimted for $486,000 more; fuel for locomotives for $150,000, 
owing to higher average price of coal per ton; and, lastly, the 
increase in traffic fully accounted for the remainder. The 
classes of freight traffic requiring prompt movement, and 
competition between lines for this kind of business, as well as a 
proportionate diminution in heavy, slow-moving business, such 
as coal, caused a further reduction in tons per train mile over 
either of the last three years, net tons per train being 864.77, 
as against 386.52 in 1908. 

To grant an increase in wages at such a time as this was 
most unfortunate, but the Company was compelled to pay 
substantially the same scale of wages as was paid by other 
important systems traversing the same territory. The advances 
were made only after protracted conferences, or after media- 
tion under the Act of Congress, known as the Erdman Act, 
had been resorted to. 

Taxes for the year increased $70,000 in round figures, or 
to $920,872.51; and the item of "Hire of Equipment" debit 
increased to the very high total of $1,024,390.27. This repre- 
sents mileage paid for the use of refrigerator and fruit line cars 
as well as the excess of per diem payments for the use of for- 
eign railroad cars, over the receipts accruing to your Company 
from the same source. Your Company had during the entire 
year a laige surplus of coal equipment, the coal business being 
stagnant, but it was during most of the time short of other 
classes of equipment and, therefore, used a greater number of 
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foreign cars. The necessity of having additional box cars is 
very pressing, but the Directors have not seen their way clear to 
autiiorize the purchase of this equipment. However, with an 
increasing volume of business, there se&ns to be no escape for 
the payment of a large sum annually for the use of equipment. 

In conformity with the requirements of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, there was charged to Operating Expenses 
and credited to "Reserved for Accrued Depreciation" $649,- 
635.49. This, added to the amounts heretofore charged to 
Operating Expenses, aggregates $2,528,256.50, which is carried 
as a liability in the Balance Sheet under the above heading 
and fully covers, it is believed, not only the so-called annual 
depreciation, but also the value of locomotives and cars that 
have gone out of existence, owing to extreme age or because 
they were obsolete. 

Speaking in general terms of the Company's present con- 
dition and future prospects, it is gratifying to point out that 
it has reached an earning capacity of practically thirty million 
dollars gross, or, approximately, $12,000 per mile— *eing 
about double the figures of twelve years ago — and this has been 
accomplished with only a moderate increase in facilities. At the 
same time this very lack of facilities, such, for example, as 
insufSicient double track and car and locomotive equipment, 
in laige measure accounts for the higher ratio of operating 
expenses. Every investigation of Wabash conditions, and there 
have been many by both interested and disinterested parties, 
confirms the statement that the property as it stands has been 
well maintained, but that it might, if cash were available for 
needed betterments and improvements, greatly increase its 
earning capacity and decrease its operating ratio. The Wabash, 
with its short lines between St. Louis and Kansas City, St. Louis 
and Omaha, St. Louis and Chicago, St. Louis and Detroit, 
Chicago and Detroit, Chicago and Toledo, Kansas City and 
Toledo, Kansas City and Detroit, lags behind its competitors 
both in volume of business and in the cost of doing it, because 
it has not ihe adequate facilities. The difficulty is a financial 
one and has been beyond the power of the management to 
remedy. What sums were available from income for improve- 
ments (there were $192,809.10 thus spent in the year now 
under review) were used for that class of expenditures which 
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were required by law or to satisfy the demands of safety or 
public convenience, and not such as would increase earnings 
or improve operating efficiency. The management of the 
property believe thoroughly in its future and see the great 
advantages which would accrue by liberal expenditures for 
additions and betterments to property and equipment, but 
it appears to be impracticable to jQnance such improvements at 
the present time. 

Negotiations looking to the settlement of the indebtedness 
of the Wheeling & Lake Erie and the Wabash-Pittsburg 
Terminal Companies to your Company have been in progress 
for a considerable time, and an early adjustment of these long 
pending matters is hoped for in the near future. The fact that 
your Company has been compelled to go without any return 
on these investments has been a serious burden in the last 
four years. 

The reports of the Vice-President and General Manager for 
the Operating Department, and of the Vice-President for the 
Treasury and Accounting Departments, which accompany and 
are made part of this report, present in considerable det^ the 
result of the year's operations. While economies have been 
closely watched, tiie maintenance of your property has been 
well cared for and the physical condition of the road and its 
equipment is today excellent, comparing favorably with any 
previous year. 

The Board of Directors takes this opportimity to express its 
appreciation to the officers of the Company and to other 
employes for their loyalty and devotion to its interests.

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It will be seen from the foregoing combined report that the 
Gross Revenue from operation for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1912, was $28,364,764.15, a decrease of $1,529,273.25, or 
5.12% as compared with the previous year; Gross Operating 
Expenses were $23,150,484.38, an increase of $784,301.27, or 
3.51% over the previous year, leaving a Net Operating Revenue 
of $5,204,279.77, which was a decrease of $2,313,574.52 as 
compared with the previous year. 

The very unsatisfactory results above indicated were due 
both to diminished Gross Earnings — which other Railroad 
Companies in the same territory have suffered— and to an 
increase in Expenses, largely on account of increased wages, 
new requirements of law, increased price of materials and a 
very severe winter. 

That the experience of the Wabash Railroad was worse than 
that of other Companies iDay be largely attributed to the 
following reasons: 

First; that the expenses for Mamtenance of Equipment 
and of Way had long been on such a basis that no further 
reduction or economy was permissible; 

Second; to the temporary disturbance of patronage natiu*- 
ally incident to the institution of Receiver^ip proceedings; 

Third; that since the Receivership began, there has been a 
good deal of money spent in general rehabilitation work which 
has been charged in as an Operating Expense. Thus, it will be 
noticed that there was charged for Maintenance of Equipment 
$444,266.79, more than in the previous year, and for Mainte- 
nance of Way, $259,827.10 more, a total of $704,093.89, which 
under ordinary and normal operations would have been spread 
through a period of years; 

Fourth; to the fact that in the last three months of the 
fiscal year a very large amount of construction work has been 
going on, to carry out improvements authorized by the United 
States Court and paid for out of Receivers' Certificates. This 
work has involved the handling of a great quantity of material 
for which the Company received no revenue, it being classed 
as ''Company Material," and it has required the operation of 
many construction trains, which not only did not increase 
revenue, but interfered with and, therefore, increased the cost 
of operation. 
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During the fiscal year above referred to, the Railroad received 
practically no benefit whatever from the large expenditures 
authorized by the Court, for, with the sole exception of the 
receipt of some new locomotives, none of the newly purchased 
equipment had arrived, and the work of constructing additional 
tracks, terminal facilities, shop and building improvements, 
etc., had none of it been completed.

The Revenues, Operating Expenses, Income Ghaiges and 
Credits are stated in accordance with the Classification of 
Accounts prescribed by the Interstate Commerce Conmiission. 

From this statement it will be seen that for the fiscal year 
July 1, 1912, to June 30, 1913, after deducting the interest 
accruing for the year, on all underlying mortgage bonds; on all 
outstanding equipment obligations, and Receivers Certificates; 
setting aside the amount required for the Sinking Fund of the 
Detroit and Chicago Extension Mortgage and Additions and 
Betterments (not paid out of proceeds of certificates) amounting 
to $451,168.02, which includes the cost of the three ferry boats, 
purchased under authority of the Court, and the cost of fitting 
them out, the appropriations in excess of the net profit were 
$81,545.79. 

The Classification of Additions and Betterments prescribed 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission permits chaiges 
being made against Additions and Betterments to cover the 
cost of transportation of construction material; the cost of 
transporting laborers engaged in construction work; rental of 
Cars and Engines used in such work, etc. Notwithstanding 
this, when the work of Improvements was first undertaken 
the Receivers decided that it would be their policy to make 
no such chaiges against the cost of this work but that they 
would conserve to the utmost the funds, coming into their 
hands, from the proceeds of sale of Receivers Certificates, 
even though the withholding of such chaiges would result in 
an apparent bad showing in the statement of "Results of Oper- 
ation" of the property by the Receivers.

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As was expected, the last fiscal year showed a large increase 
in earnings over the year previous, but the ratio of operating 
expenses was abnormally high, partially owing to the 
hindrance of operations due to the difficulty of doing a large 
business and at the same time extensive construction work. 

Except realizing the benefit of the new equipment — ^loco- 
motives and cars — very little real benefit accrued from the 
large expenditures on the property. All contracts for new 
work were far behind promised and expected time of com- 
pletion, and indeed it has only been in the month of October, 
1913, that the work can be generally said to be completed and 
helping to increase the efficiency of the machine as a whole. 

Hire of Equipment again shows a very heavy debit. This 
was due to the fact that although we increased our car owner- 
ship very considerably, the volume of business increased about 
in like proportion. Secondly, that the per diem rate for car 
rental was increased on January 1, 1913, 33%. It is very 
evident that with the present per diem rate — 45 cents per day 
— a railway requiring cars to transact its business, or one 
originating more business than it receives cannot afford to be 
a borrower of cars at 45 cents per day. 

It will be noted that a decided improvement in tons of 
lading per train was secured during the year, due largely, of 
course, to the acquisition of larger power. An increase from 
383.0 tons per train to 435.12 tons per train, including in both 
cases Company lading, was accomplished. Although consider- 
ing the large volume of high class freight handled this is a fair 
showing, there is reason to expect a continued improvement in 
this direction.

We have examined the books and accounts of the Receivers 
of The Wabash Raihx>ad for the year ending June 30, 1913, 
and find that the statement of results of the Receivers' opera- 
tions on page 4 of this report is correctly prepared therefrom. 

In arriving at the net profit or income no credit has been 
taken for expenditures incurred and service rendered fairly 
chargeable to capital account to the amount of $1,160,760.59, 
as detailed on page 7. 

The interest chaige includes only interest on underlying 
bonds, equipment obligations, and Receivers' certificates, and 
does not comprise the entire interest accruing on outstanding 
obligations of The Wabash Railroad Company. 

Expenditures for rebuilding certain freight cars were 
incurred during the year to the amount of $270,066.67, of 
which there has been chaiged to Appropriations from Income 
for Additions and Betterments $190,421.97, and to Operating 
Expenses $79,643.60. In view of these expenditures, the 
amount charged against Operating Expenses for depreciation 
of freight cars has been correspondingly reduced.

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On pages 11 to 17 there will be found statements with 
exhibits giving the figures in greater detail and as compared 
with the previous year. 

The gross revenues for the fiscal year, $30,035,750.37, were 
the largest in the history of the road, with the exception of the 
year ending June 30, 1913. 

Increased operating costs, increased taxes, and reduced 
rates have, however, produced a result that in spite of the 
year's laige business, the earnings of the property applicable 
to the payment of fixed charges was over $375,000.00 less 
than the interest on underlying mortgage bonds alone, and no 
return whatever was earned on the laige capital expenditures 
made during the receivership. 

FREIGHT REVENUES. 

The decrease in freight revenues amounted to $1,649,834.06 
and was caused partially by the reduction in rates in the State 
of Missouri which we were compelled, by the decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, to put into effect on 
July 1, 1913, and partly by the failure of the com crop and 
the strike in the Illinois coal mines in April and May of the 
current year. There was, also, quite a laige falling off in mer- 
chandise shipments. 

The decrease in tonnage carried in these three items was 

as follows: 

Com and other Grain 161,625 tons. 

BituminouB Coal 570,174 tons. 

Merchandiae 318,624 tons. 
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PASSENGER REVENUES. 

The decrease in passenger revenues was entirely owing to 
the reduced rates which we were compelled to put into effect 
in the State of Missouri on July 1, 1913. 

It had been frequently stated in aigument that if the rate 
was reduced to two cents per mile the railroads would be more 
than compensated by the laige increase in the number of 
passengers carried. 

The actual result, as now shown from experience, was as 
follows: 

The number of intrastate passengers carried in Missouri 
and the revenues received therefrom, were:

SO that it will be seen that we carried 111,094 more intrastate 
passengers on our trains in Missouri dining the iSscal year 
ending June 30, 1914, than were carried during the previous 
fiscal year, but the revenues received were $72,700.19 less than 
were received during the previous year. 

If we had been permitted to collect the rates which were 
in effect in the State of Missouri prior to July 1, 1913, on the 
number of passengers actually carried, our revenues would 
have been $348,477.62 more than they were during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1914. 

The reduction in passenger rates, as well as in freight rates, 
simply took away net revenue, as the operating expenses were 
not affected in the least, the result being that we received that 
much less net revenue applicable to the payment of taxes, 
interest on underlying mortgage bonds, or for badly needed 
improvements to the property. 
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From 1006 to 1911, inclusive, passenger transportation 
contributed an average profit at the rate of about two mills 
per mile per passenger over the cost of operating passenger 
service. Under present passenger rates as reduced by law, 
revenue from the transportation of passengers is at the rate 
of one mill per mile per passenger carried below the actual 
cost of operating passenger service, and the margin above 
cost of operating that service is therefore represented by an 
amount less than the net earnings from mail and express 
service alone. Passenger rates have been broken down and 
freight rates have been either reduced or held stationary, 
while at the same time there has been rapid advances in the 
cost of everything entering into railway operation. This 
situation does not apply to the Wabash alone, but is true of 
all of the railways of this country, and it can be readily seen 
that it can result only in either disaster to the railways and all 
the railways represent in their relation to investments, sav- 
ings, insurance, and general business, as well as to public 
requirements and convenience, or in an intelligent reversal 
of the policy which has been carried far beyond the interests 
and demands of the people and beyond the remedy for evils 
sought to be corrected. 

The decision of the Interstate Commerce Commission, allow- 
ing increases in rates in what is known as the Central Freight 
Association Territory, will, in due time, be of substantial bene- 
fit to the Wabash, and applications are now under way to 
secure further increases in both freij^t and passenger rates in 
all the States through which the Wabash is operated. 
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OPERATING EXPENSES. 

There was a decrease in Maintenance of Way and Struc- 
tures of $277,080.46, an increase in Maintenance of Equip- 
ment of $320,319.60, increase in Traffic Expenses $25,778.63, 
decrease in Transportation Expenses $279,758.18, increase in 
General Expenses $54,078.31, resulting in a total decrease in 
Operating Expenses of $156,862.10. 

The adverse conditions, as shown by the results of opera- 
tion, have outrun all economies, which have been carried to 
a point where they have become somewhat doubtful and cannot, 
with due regard to safety, be carried much further. 

Hire of Equipment again shows a very heavy debit balance, 
partially owing to the fact that the per diem rate for car rental 
for the entire jBscal year was 45 cents per day, whereas this 
rate was in effect only six months, i. e., from January 1 to 
June 30, of the previous jBscal year, and in addition to this the 
Wabash (being an intermediate road between the Eastern 
Trunk Lines and the lines west of the Missouri River) was 
compelled to handle a laige number of empty cars en route 
home which in previous months it had handled under load. 
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EXPENDITURES FOR ADDITIONS AND BETTER- 
MENTS CHARGED AGAINST INCOME. 

During the year the Receivers continued the improvement 
work until the fimds arising from the sale of Receivers' Certi- 
ficates were entirely exhausted and the work had to be stopped ; 
there were, however, a number of expenditures for work 
demanded by State or Federal enactments, which could not be 
ignored, such as Automatic Block Signals, Equipping Loco- 
motives with Electric Headlights, etc. 

Expenditures for machinery and tools for the new Loco- 
motive Shop at Decatur, in order to put the new shop into 
operation, aggr^:ated S242,465.31, and expenditures in con- 
nection with the Receivers programs numbers one and two, in 
excess of the proceeds of certificates, amounted to $392,400.41.
